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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


In a recent impression of an excellent English exchange, The London 
Critic, we meet with the following observations, called forth by our ar- 
tice on “ Publishers, &c.,” in No. 18 of the Circular. We quote: 


“In a late number of the American Publishers’ Circular we notice 
a well-written and hopeful article upon the future prospects of the 
American publishing trade. The writer dwells very justly and very 
aptly upon the astonishing strides which that trade has made within the 
last few years, and refers to the immense preponderance of educated 
persons over the uneducated as a sufficient reason for it. In the United 
States very much more than three-fourths of the free population are 
readers of books. 

‘Our population (adds the writer) grows with unparalleled rapidity, but certainly not 
faster than our enlightenment. Opulence, which many of our citizens have long since at- 
tained, will give leisure for study. Every emigrant, almost, who sets foot upon our 
shores; every fresh school established in the land ; every church erected; and every ap- 
pea made on behalf of mental culture, is to the publisher an encouraging prognostic. 

anada, Cuba, Mexico, are aiready among his patrons ; and ere half a century rolls by, he 
will have a reading empire to supply with books, the like of which the sun never shone be- 
fore upon. But let us have standard works and good editions,’ 

By all means; have them and welcome. Only pay for them when they 
don’t legitimately belong to you. Mental culture is a good thing, but 
honesty is a better; and however extensive the “reading empire,” to 
which the American publishers minister, may become, they never can 
be honest men until they have wiped off the debt which they owe to 
the authors of this country. The very number of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Circular which contained this hopeful and gratulatory article 
contained a list of the announcements lately made by the publishers. 
Among these we notice the following item: “Life of Henry Fielding: 
D. Appleton & Co.” This is no other than Mr. LawreEncr’s excellent 
work, which Messrs. Appteton, of New York, seem likely to appropri- 
ate without remunerating the author one single sixpence. To make the 
matter worse, we are informed that an early copy was sent over, and 
an attempt made to make such arrangements with an American pub- 
lisher as would have been advantageous to Mr. Lawrence; but that 
Messrs. APPLETON’s announcement of their intention to appropriate the 
work rendered the attempt abortive. Messrs. Lirprycort, of Philadel- 
phia, also announced the book, but have since deferred to the prior 
claims of Messrs. Apptrton. What these claims can be we are at a loss 
to imagine, unless, indeed, the last-named house has resolved to set a 
good example by offering Mr. Lawrence a fair price for his work. We 
hope, for the sake of honesty and good fellowship, that this is the course 
which they intend to adopt.” 


The ignorance manifested, generally, by English journalists and 
statesmen, whenever they have occasion to allude to American affairs, 
is truly amusing. At one time we have Lake Simcoe in the State of 
Georgia; again we are told that Daniel Webster was a “ member of the 
Upper House of the State of New York,” and lo, behold! Lord Palmer- 
ston has recently announced, in the British House of Commons, that 
7,000 British soldiers have been dispatched to Canada, for the purpose, 
no doubt, of keeping the Yankees in terror! If he hopes to succeed in 
«0 likely an enterprise, it is quite probable that he will find it necessary 
to add a few more to the number. 

The first small blunder into which the Critic falls, is, that three 
fourths of the free population of the United States are readers of books. 
We beg to assure our contemporary, that, in the Northern States, espe- 
tially, nine tenths of the American population “are readers of books,” 
and of newspapers too. In Southern States, more than seven tenths 
of the American born adult citizens can read and write. But this is a 
trifling error; we shall not contend with the Critic in relation to it. 

The second point wherein that able journal is mistaken, is in suppos- 
ing that American publishers are, as a body, opposed to the principles 
of international copyright. On the contrary, we believe that a majority 
of them are in favor of such a measure; and to this rule we are quite 





certain that the house of Appteron & Co. forms no exception. Hence 
the unkind remarks of the Critic were unjust and uncalled for, because 
wholly untrue. As regards Lawrence's “Life of Fielding,” it was, as 
that journal states, first announced for republication in this country by 
D. Appleton & Co.; but upon learning that Messrs. J. B. Larprvoorr & 
Co., of Philadelphia, had agreed to compensate the author, they relin- 
quished, at once, their right to it, by law, custom, and courtesy. We 
will further add, that at the time the No. of the Critic, containing the 
above unwarranted attack, arrived in this country, the biography al- 
luded to was passing rapidly through the press of the latter house, 

Since Lawrence’s Life of Fielding appeared in England, the Messrs, 
Appleton have announced here, for republication, several English books; 
the advance sheets of which they have purchased at the prices set upon 
them by English publishers; among which may be named “ Napoleon 
Bonaparte’s Confidential Correspondence,” “ Recollections of the Table- 
Talk of Samuel Rogers,” and the forthcoming “ Life of Miss Bronte.” 
The sums paid in ready cash for such books, may actually amount to 
more than their copyright would bring. And the house we have here 
mentioned is not the only American house that thus compensates Eng- 
lish authors and publishers. If we had space, we could enumerate many 
other instances of equal magnanimity: but it may be sufficient to ob- 
serve here, that the house of Tioxnor & Fiexps is another honorable 
illustration of our position. English authors, including De Quincey, 
Kingsley, Howitt, Mitford and others, will bear testimony to the fact, 
that they have been compensated by these gentlemen, precisely as if 
they were Americans and had written in this country. 

It should be remembered, in this connexion, that notwithstanding 
any American publisher may make arrangements with a London house, 
similar to those we have above indicated, his neighbor is not precluded 
from “bringing out” an edition of the book so purchased. But such 
an enterprise is of rare occurrence in this country. Not so in England. 
If Murray or the Lonemans, for instance, purchased early sheets of a 
new work by Irvixe or Prescott, or agreed to pay these authors the 
usual copyright ; Mr. Bohn, or some one else, would not hesitate to pub- 
lish a cheap edition of it. In the United States such a transaction is 
looked upon as dishonorable. 

In conclusion, we beg to assure the Critic, that American publishers 
have not always been dealt fairly with by their English brethren. It is 
well known that an English octavo volume will ordinarily cost three 
times the sum thata similar book would in this country; and that 
many works of decided merit, issued on the other side of the Atlantic, 
are not of sufficient interest to warrant their republication here. Yet 
if sold at a reasonable and moderate price, every good book published 
in England would find a Jarge class of readers in this country. To ob- 
viate this difficulty, some of our American publishers purchased on, va- 
rious occasions, at prices to suit the American market, several hundred 
copies of works which sold at exorbitant sums in England, But no 
sooner had they dgne so, than the English publishers, in violation of 
honor and good faith, sent out large editions of the same works, to be 
sold at auction in our principal cities! Is this “honesty and good 
fellowship?” 

If the English publishers acted honorably, in this as well as in many 
other respects; if they sold us books, nearly as cheap as we can man- 
ufacture them ourselves—and if they kept good faith, in their business 
transactions, with leading American Houses, they could have long since 
remedied many of these grievances of which they now so loudly com- 
plain. They could, by a wise and judicious management, find here, in 
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the course of a few years, a far better market for their books, than they 
have now in England. Americans read more at present than any other 
people in the world; but the quality of their reading matter may not 
be as good as that which forms the primal source of education and culture 
in other Nations. It should be remembered, however, that our National 
intellect is growing and developing daily ; and that in a few short years 
our population will exceed fifty millions of souls! What we want, then, 
is good books at afair price. Now English publishers can, in part, supply 
this want, and in doing so enrich themselves. They must not, however, 
confound our pockets with those of English Lords and Barons, Knights and 
Esquires. Every American is essentially a laborer, as well as a reader 
and a thinker. Some of our most promising citizens are poor students, 
seeking to educate themselves. It is impossible that they would pay the 
large price for Bunsen’s Works, for instance, which the English pub- 
lishers ask for them; yet our people are well aware that they are, to 
the scholar, almost indispensable books. The publisher, Mr. John Mur- 
ray, knew, before “Egypt's place in Universal History,” or “ The 
Philosophy of Universal History,” went to press, how many copies 
of exch work would be sold, and what the expenses incurred 
would amount to. Accordingly he publishes an edition to meet 
this supposed demand, with a few additional copies, possibly, to 
meet contingencies. Now, the former of the sbove-named works is 
printed in two very handsome Octavo volumes, and is sold in New York 
at sizteen dollars! Perhaps thirty copies of the work, at this price, 
may be purchased in the United States; but if it could be bought for 


seven dollars, five hundred copies of it, at least, would have been sold | 


here. To print an additional number of copies for the American 
market, would cost the English publisher but a mere trifle; while his 
profits, arising therefrom, would amount to a very handsome sum. Add 
to this that he would be creating here a taste for, and a love of, the 
beautiful; that he would be sharpening an appetite which is never 
satiated. Thus, would we be bound to pay English authors for the fruit 
of their genius: but we cannot afford to purchase English books at the 
enormous prices usually demanded for them; and American book-sel- 
lers cannot risk purchasing them in large quantities, until they are 
satisfied that English publishers will maintain good faith with them. 
They must be satisfied that when they “ purchase the market” of a new 
work, the sellers will observe good faith, and fulfill religiously and hon- 
orably, their part of the contract. Until they do this, they can hardly 


expect sympathy from us. 


CHEAP FICTION. 


The Railway Libraries—by which generic term we mean single 
volumes, printed in small type on indifferent paper, and sold mostly at a 
shilling—are almost wholly devoted to novels, English or American. 
Whatever be the quality of the fiction so published, we may ask, with- 
out any general depreciation of such works, if the popularity of this 
class of reading has not a tendency to indispose for other reading, how- 
ever attractive be the mode in which information, historical, critical, or 
scientific, be presented ; and is it not a necessary consequence that books 
of another character than novels should be compelled to address them- 
selves to a smaller class of readers, and must, therefore, of necessity be 
dearer? If this be true of the railway books, it is equally true of the 
weekly sheets. The demand for fiction amongst the largest class of 
readers has forced upon every weekly periodical the necessity for intro- 
ducing fiction in some form or other. The writers of eminence cannot 
put forth their powers in this direction without charging a higher price 
for their numbers than those in which inferior writers are employed at 
low salaries. The higher price necessarily induces a smaller sale. The 
dealers in cheap periodicals say, “ you have no chance for a sale unless 
you give as much paper as the others give for a penny!” In this 
respect, some of the more extensively circulated of these sheets would 
appear to defy all reasonable competition. They are sold for 50s. per 
thousand; their paper and machine-work cost, at the very least 45s. 
Out of this 5s. per thousand they have to pay their publishing expenses, 











their writers, their woodcuts, their composition, their stereotype casts, 
It is a neck-and-neck race for a very doubtful “ plate;” and what may 
appear a slight addition to the weight of the “‘ riders,” in the shape of 
another halfpenny a pound upon their paper, would “ distance ” the 
greater number of them. When the popular estimate of a publication 
is that of the square inches which it contains of print, it requires no 
critical judgment to be assured that the amount of genius or knowledge 
engaged in its production is not very great. Hence, for the most part, 
a deluge of stories, that, to mention the least evil of them, abound with 
false representations of manners, drivelling sentimentalities, and impos- 
sible incidents, And yet they are devoured with an earnestness that js 
almost incomprehensible. The moralist may say— 
“England, the time is come when thou shouldst wean 

Thy heart from this emasculating food.” 
How is the weaning to be set about for this babyhood of the popular 
intellect ? 

The insuperable obstacle to a successful competition with the existing 
class of penny periodicals is their pre-eminence in external cheapness, 
They were all founded upon the principle of attraction by low price 
alone. They employed the meanest “ slaves of the lamp ” in their pro. 
duction. Sheets came out double the size of any other penny sheet, 
badly printed on the thinnest paper, but nevertheless they were the 
largest sheets; their roots were thus planted in the popular earth, 
Some who bought them turned away from their filth and their folly ; 
others welcomed these qualities. Gradually the sens of the better class 
of artisans operated, whilst they continued their offences, to reduce 
their number of customers. They changed their style; they became 
decent, but they remained stupid. The weeds were kept down, though 
not rooted out, in that garden: a few gaudy flowers were planted ; fruit 
there was little. They have maintained their hold, by their external 
cheapness, against any attempt to produce a higher literature, with 
better paper and print. They have beaten almost every competitor 
who has sought to address the same class of buyers with something 
higher, intrinsically as cheap, but not so cheap to the eye. The un» 
equal war is still being waged. 

In June, 1846, the last number of ‘The Penny Magazine’ was pub- 
lished. Mr. Knight, who had been its editor from the commencement, 
in 1882, thus writes in his concluding ‘ Address to the Reader,’ after 
stating that there then were published 14 three-halfpenny and penny 
miscellanies, and 37 weekly sheets, forming separate books :—“ It is from 
this competition that the ‘ Penny Magazine’ now withdraws itself. Its 
editor most earnestly wishes success to those who are keeping on their 
course with honesty and ability . . . . He rejoices that there are many 
in the field, and some who have come at the eleventh hour, who deserve 
the wages of zealous and faithful labourers. But there are others who 
are carrying out the principle of cheap weekly sheets to the disgrace of 
the system, and who appear to have got some considerable hold upon 
the less informed of the working people, and especially upon the young. 
There are manufactories in London whence hundreds of reams of vile 
paper and printing issue weekly; where large bodies of children are 
employed to arrange types, at the wages of shirt-makers, from copy 
furnished by the most ignorant, at the wages of scavengers. In truth, 
such writers, if they deserve the name of writers, are scavengers. All 
the garbage that belongs to the history of crime and misery is raked 
together, to diffuse a moral miasma through the land, in the shape of 
the most vulgar and brutal fiction.” This is a curious and instructive 
record. ‘The Penny Magazine,’ popular as it once was, to the extent of 
a sale of 200,000, could not contend with a cheapness that was wholly 
regardless of quality; and it could not hold its place amidst this dan- 
gerous excitement. ‘The editor had his hands fettered by the necessity 
of keeping up the purely instructive character of that journal. Without 
a large supply of fiction it necessarily ceased to be popular. A French 
writer, who laments over the “ immondices ” of the literature of Paris 
in 1840, calls for romances “ appropriés par une imagination souple et 
brillante au gout des classes laborieuses ;’ and he suggests the principle 
upon which such works should be founded, viz. “ L’étude des maurs 
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populaires, enterprise par un esprit patent, et dirigée vers un but 
philosophique.” * The “immondices” have for the most part vanished 
from our English penny literature. The host of penny Newgate novels, 
whether known as ‘ The Convict,’ ‘ The Feast of Blood,’ ‘The Murder 
at the Old Jewry,’ ‘Claude Duval,’ ‘The Hangman’s Daughter,’ and so 
forth, may continue to be sold; but, as far as we can trace, there are no 
novelties in this once popular literature of the gallows. Abominations, 
called ‘ Mysteries ? and Castles,’ still lurk in dark corners ; but the bulk of 
single Penny Novels, and the novels which “drag their slow length 
along” in penny journals, are marvellously changed. The most prudish 
regard to decency presides over every sentence and syllable. William 
the Conqueror has lost the brief ignoble title by which the old Saxons 
designated their oppressor, through a special interdict of the proprietor 
of one of these papers; and a lady of doubtful character must be men- 
tioned by no more rugged name than that of a belle amie, which may 
be understood or rot. But the “ études des meeurs populaires,” and 
the “* but philosophique,” have not yet entered into the minds of the 
conductors of these elaborate works. Their scenes are invariably laid 
in the lord’s palace or the right honourable’s mansion; marriages are 
made at St. George’s, Hanover Square, and the diamonds are bought at 
Storr and Mortimer’s. Ifa young lady, who has the slight misfortune 
to be connected by the filial tie with a convicted felon, has a quarrel 
with her juvenile lover, she immediately rushes to the arms of an ancient 
baronet, who conducts her the next morning to the altar of his parish 
church. Boileau said of Mademoiselle Scudery, that she would never 
let her heroine get out of a house till she had teken an inventory of all 
the furniture. So, for the bewilderment of those who read these weekly 
novels by the one glimmering candle upon the deal table, their sick 
ladies recline in easy-chairs, “ astral” lamps diffuse their rich glow upon 
crimson curtains, and aromatic perfumes fill the air from pastiles burn- 
ing in miniature castles of gilded porcelain. The style of these produc- 
tions is magnificent: with golden zones on the summits of the moun- 
tains, and roseate tints edging the canopy of heaven; plants drooping 
with voluptuous languor, and shining insects skimming the air, as if 
borne on the wings of ardent passion. In all this we are speaking au 
pied de la lettre. Johnson described three sorts of unnatural style—the 
bombastic, the affected, and the weak. Most of these performances 
unite the three qualities, and are equally satisfactory to the “love of 
imbecility,” which Johnson thought was to be found in many. We 
have only seen one penny journal which places its incidents, and some- 
what adapts its language, in consonance with the habits of the classes 
which these works seek to interest. In ‘The Leisure Hour,’ issued by 
the Religious Tract Society, we have an Australian story, with ‘Sydney 
by Gaslight.’ We are now amongst convicts, and hear drunken shouts 
come out from miserable huts. The success of this publication is 
considerable. Perhaps those who really understand such matters may 
say of the writer of these laudable attempts to imitate the homely style, 
something akin to what the great Pierce Egan said of a fashionable 
novelist twenty years ago— Ah! he’s very clever, but uncommon super- 
ficial in slang.”” Nevertheless, it is satisfactory to find that a mean has been 
songht, in the quarter where we might least have expected it, between 
the representations of humble and even of low life which are corrupt- 
ing, and those pretended pictures of society which exhibit no life at all. 
In the number of ‘ The Leisure Hour’ for February 16, 1854, there is a 
clever woodcut of a night auction at Sydney, which is as suggestive of 
a congregation of real vulgar sellers and bidders, with the necessary 
accompaniments of gin and tobacco, as might be connected with any 
of the exciting scenes of ‘ Life in London’ at any period. Thi pictures 
of the penny sheets which the masses now greedily buy are quite gen- 
teel. This is something to reflect upon. Some of the members of the 
Tract Society may think that “ Chaos is come again.” We do not. 
This sort of subject will be attractive to the better portion of male 
readers amongst the artisans, and especially amongst the very large 
number who belong to “ temperance societies; ” but for the girls, who 
devour the novels of the other penny journals, certainly not. Those

who have been watching the workings of the penny literature are unan- 
imous in their conviction that very few men read these mawkish and 
unnatural fictions. The readers for the most part belong, in point of 
cultivation, to the same class of females who, half a century ago, gave 
up their whole leisure—if they did not neglect every domestic duty— 
for the ghosts and the elopements of ‘The Minerva Press.’ The intel- 
ligence of the readers is the same, however widened the attraction. 

But, with all their bad taste, there is partial merit and manifest util- 
ity in some portions of the best of these penny journals. ‘The Family 
Herald’ has constantly a serious article of great good sense and shrewd- 
ness. This paper, and one or two others, have pages of “ Answers to 
Correspondents,” which, for the most part, contain useful information 
and judicious advice. Real young ladies often pour their doubts into the 
ear of this “ Family” oracle, about love, and courtship, and marriage; 
and, as far, as we can judge, receive very safe counsel. In the whole 
range of these things we can detect nothing that bears a parallel with 
what used to be called “the blasphemous and seditious press.” Neither, 
although these papers do not wholly abstain from comment upon what 
is passing in the world, can they be called newspapers. We see, how- 
ever, that the new trump of war is calling up again one or two of the 
old class of unstamped violators of the law. In quiet times they cannot 
flourish. They may be difficult to suppress,

FOREIGN. 


Books Prinrep 1x France rx 1855.—An official return shows that the 
number of books, pamphlets, &c., printed in France in the course of last year, 
in French, Greek, Latin, and other languages, was 8235 ; the number of musical 
productions was 1105; and of engravings, lithographs, &c., 2857. The number 
of books and pamphlets was larger than has been known for the last fourty-four 
years, with the solitary exception of the year 1825, when 8265 productions were 
brought out. The total number of printed publications in France, since the Ist 
November, 1811, when a regular account first began to be taken, to the 31st 
December last, was 271,994. 


Mr. E. W. A. Tusox, Chancellor of the Austrian Consulate-General in London, 
has just furnished a valuable contribution to commercial literature, under the 
title of the “ British Consul’s Manual;” a work upon which much care and 
labor appear to have been exercised to make it as complete as possible. In ad- 
dition to its general features it contains a most useful consolidation of the com- 
mercial treaties and conventions concluded between Great Britain and foreign 
countries, while there is likewise included in the appendix a vocabulary of inter- 
national and maritime law and insurance, and full tables of foreign moneys, 
weights, and measures, with their equivalents in English. 


Daruixe’s Cyctopxp1A BistiocrarpHica.—The volume of the “ Cyclopedia 
Bibliographica,” arranged under subjects, is in active preparation, and will be 
ready for the press about the end of this year. Besides being very complete in 
Theological Literature, it will embrace nearly all departments of knowledge, 
pointing out the best books on each subject. It will be issued in the same man- 
ner as the volume already published, on “ Avrnors, their Lives and Works.”

SECOND REGULAR TRADE SALE 


UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE 


NEW YORK BOOK PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 





1. CONTRIBUTORS AGREE TO CONTRIBUTE TO NO OTHER TRADE SALES IN NEW YORK, BESIDES TIIOSE AUTHOR. 
IZED BY THE COMMITTEE. 


2. The names of all contributors shall be drawn by lot, and the places of their invoices on the Catalogue shall be in the order they are thus 
drawn. Invoices of Stationery, Stereotype Plates, and Catholic Books, shall be placed together respectively by lot, and no two separate portions 
of the sale shall be carried on at the same time. 

3. The quantities of books invoiced in the Catalogue to be sold without reserve. The contributor to have the right at the time of sale to sel] 
an additional quantity of any line, not exceeding in amount that named in the Catalogue; unless the quantity named in the Catalogue shall be 
sufficient to amount at the retail price to $100, or upwards, in which case the contributor may duplicate without limit. Withdrawals or addi- 
tions (except under this rule), to be notified to the auctioneers, at least one week before the sale. 

4. Each line of the Catalogue to include a sufficient number of books to amount, at the retail price, to at least twenty-five dollars. 

5. No less quantity to be sold in one lot (except in case of balances) than is sufficient to amount, at the retail price, to five dollars. 

6. All books offered in the Catalogue to be in the hands of the Auctioneers before the sale commences. Any additional quantities sold, 
under the rules, to be delivered to the Auctioneers within twenty days after the conclusion of the sale. 

7. After the wants of the bidder have been supplied, any one desiring the balance, to have the preference over others desiring smaller lots 
When balances are offered a second time for competition, the lots shall be doubled; the third time, quadruplev ; and so on, until all are sold. 

8. None but booksellers to be allowed to bid, or become purchasers at the sales. 

9. The Auctioneers to guarantee the delivery of all books sold, within thirty days after the close of sale. 

10. The Auctioneers shall cause all books to be insured while in their possession, to an amount within theic value, estimated at Trade Sale 
Prices, when desired by the owners, charging therefor the cost of Insurance. 

11. Accounts of Sales to be rendered Thirty Days after the close of the sale, and to be payable in the notes of the Auctioneers, at four months 
from the last day of sale, subject to a charge of seven and-a-half per cent. for Commission and Gvarautee, or in CASH (at the option 
of the contributor) subject to a charge of nine and a half per cent. for Commission, Guarantee, and Discount. Catalogue to bo charged for. at 
two dollars per page. 

12. The charge to purchasers for boxes, packing, and shipping, shall be one per cent. on amount of bills. 

13. All deficiencies shall be reported to contributors within thirty days after the receipt of their goods; and if not sv repo: tec, the loss shall 
fall upon the Auctioneers. 

14. All goods not settled for within thirty days after the sale (and the purchasers not being deemed responsible for any loss that may accrue 
on a re-sale), may be charged back to the contributors free of all charge except freight and insurance.
